No doubt Mr. Mann has in these sentences, 
transcribed fairly the sentiments of his own 
mind honestly entertained, and could he erase 
that “blot” from their good name by any labor 
of his masterly pen, it would be done forth- 
with. 

It may be our misfortune, or culpable re- 
missness—but so it is, we have never yet dis-

CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 
Messrs. Eprrors :—Will you favor the read- | 
ers of your paper with answers to the following | 
questions, relative to the proper method of pro 
cedure in Congregational Church Discipline ? | 
A FRIEND OF CHRISTIAN DISCIPLINE, 


Ist. Ifa minister should establish and practice 
for years, such business as was calculated 
greatly to divert the attention of people from 
the subject of religion, and should hear a re-| 
port with regard to such practice, which he con-| 
sidered false and slanderous to himself; would | 
it be the way the Gospel points out, to first | 
expose such report in the desk on the Sabbath, | 
and then write to one member of his church | 
“that he held relation to it?” | 

2. Ifa church member should be thus pub 
licly criminated, and say he was not conscious 
of having said it, but if it could be proved, he 
would make a public acknowledgement; would 
it be a justifiable course to withhold the proot, 
and bring that report before the church as a 
church ? 

3. If a minister should thus publicly crimi- 
nate a church member and withhold the proof, 
and if said member should, after begging in 
vain for a settlement, become satisfied that it 
Was wrong to support such a mit istry, and 
he should suppose it would be wrong to ask a 
letter of dismuission while under the public 
crintnation, and if under such circumstances 
should withhold bis support, and should say 
that he would gladly return if the affair could 
be settled, or that he would take a letter of dis- 
mission; would it not be the duty of the 
church to attempt a settlement, or instruct him 
to ask a letter ? 

If such case should occur as stated in the 
third question, and the church should be igno- 
rant of the irregularity, would it not be the duty 
of the pastor to instruct the chureh ?

7. If the accused church member should be 
avery aged man, and the accuser should seem 
to intimate that he had taken the first step in 
discipline, by asking if he could have opportu- 
nity to take the second step on a specified day 
of the same week that the private interview was 
granted, and the accused when solicited for 
another private interview, should say that he 
was accused of saying what he had no recol-|

In regard to the foregoing questions, we | 
have to remark in the first place, that it is very | 
possible, we do not apprehend them correctly. | 
They are not as precise and distinct as they 
ought to be, if they are to be answered definite- 
ly. And another remark we wish to make, is, 
that we cannot be regarded as umpires, in| 
a case, where the whole ground does not lie 
fairly before us—a principle is one thing, and| 
the just application of a prrnciple is another| 
thing. And one remark more we are con- 
strained to make, viz. that we claim no authority | 
to settle the rules by which churches shall ad- 
judicate offences that arise within their own 
limits—or rather, to decide what are the just 
rules of judgment, in supposeable cases. Al 
that we can do, is to give a frank expression 
of individual opinion on any given case, as laid 
before us. With these remarks, we venture to 
answer the foregoing “ questions,” as we can. 

1. To spread an ill report of a minister, 
without first going to him, and endeavoring to 
gain satisfaction from his own mouth, as Christ 
directs, is a clear offence against the law of 
charity. Whether he be in fault or not, it is 
wrong to report him abroad as in fault, till he 
has been first regularly dealt with in the church. 
And if a minister hear such a report from 
a member of his church, he greatly errs by any 
public allusion to it, till he has first gone to 
the offending member privately, and convinced 
him if possible of his fault, agreeably to Christ's 
directions. 

2. It certainly is not justifiable, to lay any 
thing to the charge of a brother, without 


proof of the charge, nor without pro- 
that proof when regularly demanded. | 
Common sense settles this point at once. 

3. It is not right that a church member with- 
hold his support from the ministry, because for 
any reason he dislikes the minister. ‘The min- 
istry is God’s appointment. The minister is the | 
people’s choice. The first may not be dishonor- 
ed, for then Gop himself is dishonored. The } 
last may be dismissed and rejected for suffi- | 
cient cause, made to appear to a regularly 
called and impartial council. The person of

as to the proper rights of governments in regard 
to religion, joined in giving the Deputation a 
most hearty welcome. It was tive that through- 
out America, there was genera ly a great hor- 
ror entertained for any union between Church 
and State, and a great number of Americans 
were anxious to express their abhorrence of a 
connection between Church and State, because 


it was often adduced as a charge against any | 
church which was particularly zealous in any | 


good work, that it was aiming at such a con- 
nection, He believed the Presbyterian church 
there had thought it expedient to disclaim any 
such sentiments. But though that was the case,he 
found there was a very general admission of the 
great scriptural principle upon the point of which 
the Free Chreh contend, viz: the great sc riptural 
truth that the rulers of the land were under obli- 
gation to support religion in the country, but 
always admitting the supremacy of His Word 
as necessary to the welfare of the church 
of Christ. (Hear, hear.] In consequence of 
not having been called to fight out this princi- 
ple in controversy, the Presbyterians in Ameri- 
ca were not quite so familiar with it as the 
Free Church party had of necessity become, to 
be able to enter into all the details of this princi- 
ple—they did not see it so clearly, but this 
principle being once conceded, it followed that 
there might be in certain circumstances and un- 
der certain conditions, what might be called na- 
tionally established religion. The churches in 
America now knew full well that the Free 
Church adhered to that great and important 
scriptural truth, He would say farther, that 
he had not seen anything in America calcu- 
lated to change his belief that the principle was 
in accordance with a portion of the revealed 
will of God; still he had seen much to modify 
his impression in regard to State assistance. 
He had seen much evidence that a vast deal of 
good had been done by a church which had na 
State assistance. [Cheering.| The Rev. gen- 
tleman then referred to the pecuniary results of 
the mission. It had not turned out very large, 
and some people might regard the result with 
some measure of disappointment. Looking to 
all the circumstances, however, he thought the 
assistance in this respect was as liberal as 
could reasonably be expected. Before the Dep- 
utation left this country, £3000 had been re- 
ceived from America; since then £6000 more 
had been sent; so that, altogether, the Free 
Church had received £9000 from America. 
{Cheers.] He thought that more money would 
be forwraded. There were several individuals 
in America who had shown great liberality 
toward the Free Church. In particular, he could 
not retrain from mentioning Mr. James Lennox 
of New York, who had contributed the munifi- 
cent sum of £3000. On detailing the

OPINION OF REV. THOMAS CHALMERS, D. D. 


[Dr. Chalmers, in a letter to a friend in this 
country, dated Edinburgh, June 8, 1844, speaks 
thus of Dr. Woods’ late work on Episcopacy.] 


“[T have read Dr. Woods’ book on Episcopacy 
with great satisfaction.

It may sometimes be expedient to cut 
grass before it has reached this state; par- 
ticularly where it and isin 
danger of souring or rotting. When this 
happens, it should be cut, whatever state 
it may be in, because ifit remains on the 
ground it will spoil, and the fermentation 
which takes place, will destroy the roots. 
Another great advantage in cutting 
before the formes, that the 
are not so much exhausted, and the 
growth is much more vigorous. 

In some parts of the country, it is the 
practice to mow the let nt he 
untouched onthe ground through sun- 
shine and shower, for several days, be- 
fore it is stacked or put the barn. 
It is quite common to begin Monday and 
continue to mow tll Saturday, when 
with hand-rakes and horse-rakes, all turn 
in, take it up and stack it; and this done 
too, without much regard to the state of 
the weather at the time it is raked, or to 
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Tenxverness tro Morners.—Mark that 
parent hen, said a father to his beloved 
son. With what anxious care does 
call together her offspring, and 
them with her expanded wings!
